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COOPERATIVE ECONOMIC INSECT REPORT 


HIGHLIGHTS 


GRASSHOPPERS causing increasing damage to several crops in Illinois,Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, Missouri and Utah; adults present in some areas and egg laying 

probably underway in some instances. (p. 913). Second-generation eggs of 

EUROPEAN CORN BORER noted in southeast and south central Minnesota; adults 

active in southern Michigan, with limited egg laying observed; second-generation 
larvae increasing in early planted corn on Eastern Shore of Maryland. (pp.913-914). 
CORN EARWORM abnormally heavy and damaging corn statewide in New Mexico; heavy 
larval populations damaging sorghum heads in Eddy County, New Mexico, and in 
Montague County, Texas. Very heavy FALL ARMYWORM populations damaging pastures 
and millet as far north in Alabama as Cullman County; economic damage extensive, 
particularly in central and southern areas of State. (p. 914). General CORN LEAF 
APHID explosion occurred in eastern Illinois, with 77.3 percent of plants infested 
and winged forms present on nearly all plants; also very heavy on some early 
planted corn throughout central Wisconsin and quite general on corn throughout 
Minnesota. (pp. 915-916). 


PEA APHID counts high in some alfalfa in Wyoming. (p. 916). SPOTTED ALFALFA 
APHID heavy in alfalfa seed fields in Pahrump Valley, Nevada, and may require 
controls in fields where populations increasing rapidly in Colorado. LYGUS BUGS 
continue heavy in some Western States and yellowing by POTATO LEAFHOPPER evident 
in Missouri and Wisconsin; latter pest continues a problem on later cuttings of 
alfalfa over Maryland. (p. 917). THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER heavy on alfalfa 
statewide in Arizona. (p. 918). 


ORCHARD MITES still a problem to fruit growers in several areas. (p. 919). 


GREEN PEACH APHID increasing on potatoes in areas of Pennsylvania and Michigan, 
and becoming noticeable on potatoes and peppers in central Wisconsin; moderate 
to heavy on peppers in Worcester County, Maryland. Numbers on tobacco in 
Maryland heaviest of recent years, with damage to untreated tobacco widespread; 
also severe on some tobacco in Virginia. TOBACCO FLEA BEETLE continues heavy 

on tobacco in Anne Arundel and Prince Georges Counties, Maryland. (pp. 921, 923). 


BOLL WEEVIL continues to increase in several cotton—producing states, and migra- 
tion underway. (pp. 923-924). BOLLWORMS continue to increase in some areas; 
causing considerable damage throughout cotton-producing areas of Oklahoma; in 
Dona Ana and Eddy Counties, New Mexico; and in some fields in Arizona. Also 
continue injurious to succulent fields in McLennan and Falls Counties, Texas. 
(p. 924). SPIDER MITES seriously damaging over western Tennessee and trouble- 
some in some other cotton-producing states. (p. 926). 


If new outbreaks of BARK BEETLES continue to develop in Southern Region during 
the summer, losses may exceed one billion board feet. RED-HEADED PINE SAWFLY 
recently reported on increase in Gulf States and in Arkansas; causing heavy 
mortality to loblolly pine in area of Tennessee. FALL WEBWORM extremely heavy 
on poplar trees along Rio Grande in Rio Arriba and Taos Counties, New Mexico. 


(p. 927). 


FACE FLY severely annoying to cattle in all sections of Vermont; very abundant 
and annoying to cattle in northern half of Illinois; a problem in several areas 
of Wisconsin and increasing in other areas of that State. (p. 930).

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WEATHER BUREAU 30-DAY OUTLOOK 


MID-AUGUST TO MID-SEPTEMBER 1962 


The Weather Bureau's 30-day outlook for mid-August to mid-September calls for 
temperatures to average below seasonal normals in the Pacific Northwest and in 
the area from the Mississippi Valley to the Atlantic coast, except for near to 
above normal in the Gulf Coast States. Above normal temperatures are predicted 
for the Southwest and Central Plains. In unspecified areas, near normal temper- 
atures are expected to prevail. Precipitation is predicted to be subnormal over 
most of the Nation except for above normal amounts in the Pacific Northwest and 
near normal in the Northeast, extreme Southeast, and in states along the northern 
border. 


Weather forecast given here is based on the official 30-day "Resume and Outlook" 
published twice a month by the Weather Bureau. You can subscribe through Super- 
intendent of Documents, Washington 25, D. C. Price $4.80 a year, $2.40 a half 
year. 


WEATHER OF THE WEEK ENDING AUGUST 13 


The week's weather was highlighted by continued heat and drought in central and 
southern Texas and drought-relieving rains in the Northeast. In the latter area, 
some of the driest sections measured 1 to over 3 inches of rain during thunder- 
showers from the 7th through the llth. The eastern third of Pennsylvania had its 
best rains of the season, with more rain falling in some sections last week than 
had fallen during the previous 3 months. Harrisburg, in 30 minutes, measured 
1.25 inches which was more than fell during the entire month of July. Up to 2.50 
inches fell in central and northern New Jersey. Rains on 5 to 7 days in New York 
State totaled 1 to 3 inches statewide and over 2 inches in the dry Hudson Valley 
region. In New England, substantial amounts fell in the dry areas of western and 
central Massachusetts, and weekly totals exceeded an inch over interior New 
England, with heaviest amounts of over 2 inches in western and some central areas. 
In southern New England, the drought is broken, at least temporarily, and soil 
moisture is reported ample in northern New England. (Weather continued on page 934). 
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CEREAL AND FORAGE INSECTS 


GRASSHOPPERS - MISSOURI - Melanoplus spp. continue to cause increasing injury to 
pastures, legume hay crops, soybeans, corn and grain sorghums throughout drier 
sections of State. Most severe damage to row crops remains marginal, but infes- 
tations uniform over some entire fields. Adults range 2-31 per square yard in 
pastures and legume hay crops and 0-15 per square yard in row crops in central 
and northeast areas. Controls continue in all infested areas. (Munson, Thomas, 
Wood). ILLINOIS - Melanoplus spp. becoming more abundant in corn and soybeans, 
especially on marginal rows near hatching beds. Leaf feeding very noticeable; 
several corn fields observed with nearly all silks eaten in marginal rows. (Ill. 
Ins. Rpt.). WISCONSIN - Grasshoppers continue to be more noticeable, especially 
in lighter soiled areas, due largely to sparseness of vegetation in many fields 
and scarcity of predators. Several fields seriously affected near Montello, 
Marquette County, from grasshopper feeding and other causes. Very heavy popu- 
lations, approaching several hundred per yard, of Melanoplus femurrubrum nymphs 
(first instar to full grown) observed in alfalfa near Brooklyn, Dane County. 
Report from Washburn County indicates M. femurrubrum very heavy on second-crop 
alfalfa. Fields in Sauk, La Crosse and Trempealeau Counties treated. Although 
controls applied for M. bivittatus in Waushara County, counts remain 15 per 
yard; dead grasshoppers numbered 25-30 per yard. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). MINNESOTA - 
Gravid females of Melanoplus bivittatus, M. Sanguinipes and M. packardii 
observed; some egg laying probably underway. Marginal damage to soybeans 

again reported from Watonwan County. Except in Kittson and Marshall Counties, 
little movement of grasshoppers from hatching beds into crops reported. High 
grasshopper populations exist in many counties, but lush foliage and adequate 
forage holding down movement. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). NORTH DAKOTA - Threatening 
rangeland infestations, by county, as follows: Billings - 8,320 acres; Golden 
Valley - 12,800 acres;Slope - 78,720 acres;McKenzie - 120,000 acres. Aulocara 
elliotti, Ageneotettix deorum and Melanoplus Sanguinipes dominant species in 
Billings and Golden Valley Counties; M. Sanguinipes and A. deorum dominant in 
Slope County. A. deorum, A. elliotti ~and M. Sanguinipes - dominant in McKenzie 
County. (Wilson, Brandvik) . Cropland grasshopper counts in Richland, Ransom, 
Sargent, La Moure, Dickey and McIntosh Counties relatively low; highest counts, 
6 adults per Square yard, found in alfalfa in La Moure, Dickey and McIntosh 
Counties. M. sanguinipes dominant species. (Schenck). Ranged 10-30 per square 
yard in margins of grain fields along U. S. Highway 83 north of Minot in Ward, 
Renville and Bottineau Counties. M. sanguinipes dominant species. (N. D. Ins. 
Sur.). OKLAHOMA — Several species ranged 1-3 per square yard on rangeland in 
Garvin, Pontotoc, Pottawatomie and Seminole Counties. Light. populations of 10 
adults and 26 nymphs per 200 sweeps noted on rangeland in Payne County. (Okla. 
Coop. Sur.). UTAH - Largely Camnula pellucida damaging in Indianola area, 
Sanpete County. (Knowlton, Funk). Damage to alfalfa increased in Cache and 
Salt Lake Counties; Melanoplus Sanguinipes, M. packardii, M. bivittatus and 

M. femurrubrum most common species, Numerous Aulocara elliotti still active 
in Nephi area, Juab County. Grasshoppers moving from rangeland to crop lands 
in Snowville, Sage Valley, Howell and Hansel Valley areas of Box Elder County 
causing damage (Knowlton) ; damage below normal in Piute County to date (Knowlton, 
Buck). OREGON - Survey during week of August 3 revealed 7,000 acres north of 
Spray, Wheeler County, infested by Melanoplus sanguinipes and Oedaleonotus 
enigma. (Jackson). 


MORMON CRICKET (Anabrus simplex) - UTAH - Infesting 9,000 acres on Bear Mountain, 
southeast of Manila, Daggett County. (Thornley, Knowlton). OREGON - Averaged 3 
per Square yard on approximately 300 acres west of Summerville, Union County; 
many females ovipositing. (Jackson). 


EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Ostrinia nubilalis) - SOUTH DAKOTA - Average percent infes- 
tation and number of borers per plant, by county, as follows: Brookings - 75.2 
and 5.8 (first to fifth instar), Moody - 88 and 5.5 (first instar to pupa), 
Minnehaha = 52 and 1.6 (first to fifth instar), Lincoln — 55.2 and 1.7 (first 
instar to pupa), and Lake - 81 and 3.3 (first instar to pupa). (Hintz). 
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MINNESOTA - Development mostly fourth and fifth instars in southeast, south 
central, southwest and west central districts. Second-generation moths and 

egg masses noted in southeast and south central districts. Stalk breakage 

due to high winds and borer tunneling severe in many west central corn fields; 
infestation heavy in this area, with average slightly over 3 borers per stalk. 
Stalk breakage could continue a problem. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). WISCONSIN - 
Generally low in southern part of State; many empty tunnels found. Certain 
fields had high counts, however, with one in Green Lake County 46 percent 
infested, and one at Arlington 60 percent infested. Egg laying well underway 

in southern Columbia County. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). MICHIGAN - Second-generation 
adults active in southern 2 tiers of counties; limited egg laying observed. 
(Guyer, Aug. 8). ILLINOIS - Percent development of first generation, by 
district, as follows: Northwest - fifth instar 29.3, pupae 22, empty cases 

48.7; west - fifth instar 0, pupae 8.3, empty cases 91.7; east - fifth instar 
2.3, pupae 34.1, empty cases 63.6. Second-generation egg masses per 100 plants, 
by district, as follows: Northwest 50.6, northeast 20, west, 80, east 48.9. 

(I1l1. Ins. Rpt.). MARYLAND - Increasing numbers of adults appearing in light 
trap at Centreville, Queen Annes County. Second-generation larvae increasing 

in early planted corn on Eastern Shore. First-generation pupation about complete 
in central area. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). DELAWARE - Adults increased in light 
traps August 6. (Burbutis). NEW YORK - Some growers in Suffolk County reporting 
difficulty in control because of improper application. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt.,Aug. 6). 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis zea) - OREGON - Populations in Umatilla County much 
reduced from those of 1961. (Goeden). CALIFORNIA - Generally light on corn 
plantings over State. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). UTAH - Infestation of early sweet 
corn in Cache County ranged zero to serious. Only few moths taken in black- 
light traps at Ogden, Benjamin and Salem recently. (Knowlton). COLORADO - 
Larvae very light on corn in Otero County. (Schweissing). NEW MEXICO - 
Abnormally heavy and damaging corn statewide. Heavy larval populations 
damaging grain sorghum heads in Eddy County. Ranged light to heavy in 

alfalfa throughout southern counties. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). TEXAS - Heavy 
locally and attacking grain sorghum heads in Montague County (Roberts) ; 
moderate and attacking peanuts in Eastland County (Cooper); light on alfalfa 

in Travis County (Cook). OKLAHOMA - Light and scattered in alfalfa in south- 
west and west central areas; 60-340 per 100 heads observed in grain sorghum in 
Tillman, Jackson and Greer Counties. Damaging populations in sorghum noted in 
Cheyenne area, Roger Mills County, and in Garfield County, with controls initi- 
ated. Reduced counts, from 6-11 to 2-3 per head, noted in experimental plots 
in Stillwater area, Payne County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). ARKANSAS - Few larvae 
found on soybeans in central, east central and southeast areas. (Ark. Ins. 
Sur.). Eggs present in field of soybeans in Pulaski County. (Dumas). 

GEORGIA - Defoliating peanuts in several southwest area fields. (Jordan). 
MINNESOTA - Infesting some corn in Minneapolis-St. Paul area. Infestations 
vary as to planting date and stage of corn growth. Populations low and 
difficult to find in field corn. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). WISCONSIN - Pupation 
continues; peak not expected for at least another 7 days. Report from Marquette 
County indicates larvae in fresh-market sweet corn heavier than for many years. 
(Wis. Ins. Sur.). MARYLAND - Increasing in ears of corn on Eastern Shore; some 
early planted fields on lower Eastern Shore almost 100 percent infested. (U. Md., 
Ent. Dept.). 


FALL ARMYWORM (Laphygma frugiperda) - OKLAHOMA - Causing considerable "ragging" 
of young sorghum plants in Payne County area, north central. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 
ARKANSAS - Few collected in soybeans in Lincoln, St. Francis, Arkansas and 
Jefferson Counties. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). ALABAMA - Very heavy populations continue 
to damage pastures and millet as far north as Cullman County. Has caused tremen- 
dous economic damage, particularly in central and southern areas. (Buttram). 
GEORGIA - Moderate on milo and grass in Muscogee County. (Greene). Light in 
whorls of corn in Hart County. (Johnson). MARYLAND - First larvae of season 
observed August 6-8 in several late field corn plantings in Frederick County. 

(U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 
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WHEAT HEAD ARMYWORM (Faronta diffusa) - NEBRASKA - Abundant on native grasses 
in Lincoln County. Unusually heavy flight, possibly due to low incidence of 
parasitism (about 25 percent) in first brood. (Pruess). 


ARMYWORMS - NORTH CAROLINA - Undetermined species heavy in field of millet in 
Wake County and destroyed field of millet in Chatham County. (Mount). 


SORGHUM WEBWORM (Celama sorghiella) - OKLAHOMA - High counts observed in 
Garfield County, with only occasional larva noted in sorghum throughout south- 
western and Payne County areas. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Light, only few 
larva per head, on grain sorghum in Montague County. (Turney). 


CEREAL LEAF BEETLE (Oulema melanopa) - MICHIGAN - Now in semi-resting stage in 
whorls of corn and crowns of grasses. Recent surveys indicate distribution over- 
lower two-thirds of Berrien County and lower area of the western side of Cass 
County. (Guyer, Aug. 8). Cass County is a new record. INDIANA - Light numbers 
found in La Porte and St. Joseph Counties, adjacent to infested area in Michigan. 
(J. J. Favinger). This is a new State record. 


CORN ROOTWORMS (Diabrotica spp.) - SOUTH DAKOTA - D. longicornis general in 
Moody, Minnehaha, Lincoln and Lake Counties. Adults averaged 103 per 10 hills 
in 2 corn fields in Lincoln County and ranged 2-56 per 10 hills in other 
counties mentioned. D. virgifera averaged 2 per 10 hills in field in Minnehaha 
County. (Hintz). MICHIGAN - D. longicornis adults active in Monroe and Lenawee 
Counties; populations extensive in several fields. (Guyer, Aug. 8). MISSOURI - 
D. longicornis adults present in most corn fields with green silks. Counts 

per ear ranged 0-16 in northeast and 0-33 in central area. Average counts in 
these areas much lower than reported previous week in northwest area. No 
damage to pollination observed in northeast area, although several fields 
showed moderate to heavy larval root damage. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). NORTH 
CAROLINA - Adults of D. undecimpunctata howardi began moving into peanut 

fields in Bertie and Gates Counties about July 28; this is 10-14 days later 
than in 1961. (Campbell). PENNSYLVANIA - D. longicornis heavy on field corn 

at Jersey Shore, Lycoming County; feeding on Silks. (Wallace, Cassell, July 26). 


CORN FLEA BEETLE (Chaetocnema pulicaria) - MARYLAND - Moderate to heavy on late 
planted field corn in Frederick County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - MARYLAND - Adults continue common on corn 
silks in Frederick, Howard and Queen Annes Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


BLISTER BEETLES (Epicauta spp.) - MARYLAND - Adults caused conspicuous injury 
on corn silks, alfalfa and soybeans over State. Controls warranted in most 
instances. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


CORN LEAF APHID (Rhopalosiphum maidis) - MARYLAND - Light to heavy on tassels 
and leaves of field corn in Frederick, Queen Annes and Worcester Counties. 
Predators holding numbers in check. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). OHIO - Percent infes- 
ted plants on August 10 at Wooster, Wayne County, varied 12-93, depending upon 
hybrid involved. (Cannon). ILLINOIS - General explosion occurred. In east 
district, where 30 percent of corn fields had 4-8 percent of plants infested 
previous week, by small to large colonies, 77.3 percent of fields now infested 
and winged forms present on nearly all plants; aphids crawling over leaves and 
starting new colonies. Mummified aphids becoming quite common; all forms of 
lady beetles, lacewing eggs and flower fly larvae also common. Whether parasites 
and predators will increase rapidly enough to control aphids is questionable at 
present. (111. Ins. Rpt.). MICHIGAN - Building up rapidly in Macomb and Monroe 
Counties; controls required on sweet corn. (Guyer, Aug. 8). WISCONSIN - Very 
heavy in some early planted corn throughout central area, Becoming more common 
on silks; should numbers become sufficiently abundant, fertilization may be 
impaired, affecting yield. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). MINNESOTA - Quite general on corn 
throughout State; nearly 100 percent of corn infested, but colonies mostly small. 
Predators numerous and probably exerting some control. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). 
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OKLAHOMA - Medium on young sorghum plants locally about Cushing, Payne County. 
(Okla. Coop. Sur.). COLORADO - Light on sorghum in Otero County. One field 
checked had 70-80 percent of whorls infested, with extensive damage to heads 
while in boot stage. (Schweissing). 


RICE STINK BUG (QOebalus pugnax pugnax) - ARKANSAS - In grassy fields checked 
regularly, adults averaged 89 and nymphs 48 per 100 sweeps, compared with 104 
adults and 43 nymphs for week ending July 28. Percentage of nymphs was 35 and 
29, respectively. Seasonal checks have been made of 2 fields separated by a 
road. One field has heavy infestation of barnyard grass, while other field 

is clean. O. pugnax pugnax built up to 195 adults and 134 nymphs per 100 sweeps 
on July 24 in grassy field, with only 10 adults and 6 nymphs in clean field. 
Fields checked August 7, when rice had headed, with heads bending over. On 
this date, grassy field had count of 198 adults and 78 nymphs and an area in 
clean field adjacent to grassy field had count of 168 adults and 16 nymphs per 
100 sweeps. OQ. pugnax pugnax continues to reproduce on barnyard grass in soy- 
bean fields which has been very important source of the pest this year. (Ark. 
Ins. Sux.) 


SORGHUM MIDGE (Contarinia sorghicola) - TEXAS - Few adults noted on grain 
sorghum heads in Montague County. (Turney). 


TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus telarius) - COLORADO - Light to moderate 
on second and fifth leaves of corn in Montrose, Mesa and Garfield Counties. 
Populations high on middle and upper leaves in Arkansas Valley. (Bulla, 
Schweissing). Light on sorghum in Otero County. (Schweissing). UTAH - Injury 
to sweet and field corn less severe in Utah, Salt Lake and Cache Counties than 
at same time during 1960 and 1961. (Knowlton). OREGON - Seriously devitalizing 
alfalfa planted for seed in Jacksonville area, Jackson County. (Winters). 


A MITE - TEXAS - Very heavy population of an undetermined species on grain 
sorghum in Brazos County causing considerable feeding damage to foliage. Grain 
in hard-dough stage. (Randolph). 


A BERMUDA GRASS MITE (Aceria neocynodonis) - NEVADA - Infestations in Bermuda 
grass becoming more noticeable and spreading in Las Vegas, Clark County. 
(Lauderdale). NEW MEXICO - Infested lawns in Las Cruces, Dona Ana County; 
Carlsbad, Eddy County; and Hobbs, Lea County. Control fair to good. (N. M. 
Coop. Rpt.) 


A CHINCH BUG (Blissus leucopterus insularis) - TEXAS - Continues a problem in 
east and southeast areas. Latest report from Nacogdoches County. (Rice). 


PEA APHID (Macrosiphum pisi) - MARYLAND - Ranged 2-75 per sweep on alfalfa in 
Frederick and Howard Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). MICHIGAN - Increasing on 
alfalfa in Ingham County; averaged 25 per sweep. (Guyer, Aug. 8). WISCONSIN - 
Populations continue to increase, with 15 or more per sweep not uncommon. 
Diseased aphids becoming noticeable. It is doubtful numbers will increase to 
point reached earlier in season. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). SOUTH DAKOTA - Averaged 
25-30 per 10 sweeps in Brookings and Moody Counties. (Hintz). WYOMING - 
Averaged 8,000 per 100 sweeps on second-cutting alfalfa, with counts as high 
as 25,000 per 100 sweeps in some fields. Averaged 1,500 per 100 sweeps on 
third-cutting alfalfa in Washakie County. (Fullerton). IDAHO - Biological 
control completely effective in few alfalfa fields; however, winged forms 
continue to invade all fields so that chemical treatments must still be prac- 


ticed. Some growers have treated 2 and 3 times. (Waters). UTAH - Numerous to 
moderately damaging in many Sanpete County alfalfa fields; controls applied to 
number of fields. (Knowlton, Funk). Controls applied to numerous alfalfa fields 


in Wayne County due to heavy buildup; damage evident. (Knowlton, Hall). 
COLORADO - Light to moderate on alfalfa in Prowers, Bent, Otero, Crowley, 
Pueblo, Montrose, Mesa, Delta and Garfield Counties; 50-1,500 per 100 sweeps. 
Controls not indicated with prevailing high temperatures. (Bulla, Schweissing). 
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NEVADA - Populations extremely variable, ranging from few to 300-500 per sweep 
in alfalfa seed fields in Orovada, Humboldt County. Predators heavy in many 
fields.

Had not appeared in Umatilla County 
alfalfa as of August 6. (Goeden). NEVADA - Heavy in alfalfa seed fields in 
Pahrump Valley, Nye County. (Lauderdale). None found in Winnemucca-Orovada 
area, Humboldt County. (Bechtel, Parker). COLORADO - Building up on alfalfa 
in Granada area, Prowers County; 300-400 per 100 sweeps. Appearing in Bent, 
Otero and Crowley Counties; 0-20 per 100 sweeps. Controls may be necessary 
in fields where populations increasing rapidly. (Schweissing). SOUTH DAKOTA - 
Populations tended to be lower than previous week. Alate forms comprised 2-5 
percent of population; many still nymphs. (Walstrom). KANSAS - Ranged trace 
to 5 per sweep in alfalfa in Reno, Harvey and Sedgwick Counties. (Peters). 
OKLAHOMA - Generally light in alfalfa throughout State. Continued hot, dry 
conditions could cause considerable buildup. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - 
Required controls in Travis County. (Cook). Few appearing in Burleson County 
alfalfa for first time since June. (Randolph). 


LYGUS BUGS (Lygus spp.) - NEVADA - Averaged 1-2 per sweep in alfalfa seed fields 
in Orovada, Humboldt County. (Bechtel, Parker). UTAH - Moderate on alfalfa for 
seed at Howell, Box:Elder County. (Knowlton). WYOMING - Averaged 80 adults and 
60 nymphs per 100 sweeps in alfalfa in Washakie County. (Fullerton). COLORADO - 
High in alfalfa seed fields where no controls used; 200-500 per 100 sweeps. 
Ranged 10-50 in fields where controls applied. (Bulla). NEW MEXICO - Above 
normal populations of 30-40 adults and nymphs per 25 sweeps present in several 
Chaves County alfalfa fields. Lighter populations of 10-15 per 25 sweeps 
present in Taos County alfalfa and 2-10 per 25 sweeps in Chama area, Rio Arriba 
County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). OKLAHOMA - L. lineolaris continues heavy on alfalfa 
in Choctaw County area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). MARYLAND - L. lineolaris averaged 

5 per sweep on alfalfa in Queen Annes County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


PLANT BUGS - SOUTH DAKOTA - Populations of Lygus spp., Adelphocoris rapidus and 
A. lineolatus remained about the same as previously reported; ranged 9-30 per 
10 sweeps on alfalfa. (Hintz). WYOMING - Adelphocoris lineolatus averaged 30 
adults and 25 nymphs per 100 sweeps in alfalfa in Washakie County. (Fullerton). 


STINK BUGS - ARKANSAS - Acrosternum hilare and Euschistus servus increased 
slightly in some fields of soybeans in central, east central and southeast 
areas, but overall counts similar to previous week. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


MEADOW SPITTLEBUG (Philaenus spumarius) - MARYLAND - Adults ranged 0-5 per 
sweep on alfalfa in Queen Annes County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


POTATO LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca fabae) - VERMONT - Recent rains minimized injury, 
although populations continue high. (MacCollom). MARYLAND - Continues a problem 
on later cuttings of alfalfa over State; nymphal counts over 20 per sweep in 
several fields. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). MICHIGAN - Averaged 30 per sweep on 
alfalfa and other forage crops. (Guyer, Aug. 8). WISCONSIN - Adults and nymphs 
remain high in many central area alfalfa fields. Severe yellowing evident in 
many fields and leaf drop noticeable in maturing second crop. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 
MISSOURI - Yellowing evident in most uncut alfalfa in northeast; ranged 20-35, 
averaged 21, per sweep in 9 fields. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). NORTH DAKOTA - 
Ranged 1-11 per 10 sweeps on alfalfa in east central region. (Hintz). 


LEAFHOPPERS - OKLAHOMA - Undetermined species heavy in alfalfa in southeast 
area; averaged 93 per 200 sweeps on rangeland in Stillwater area, Payne County, 
north central. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). SOUTH DAKOTA - Aceratagallia sanguinolenta 
averaged 5 per 10 sweeps of alfalfa in Brookings County. (Hintz). 
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THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER (Spissistilus festinus) - ARIZONA - Heavy on 
alfalfa statewide. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). NEW MEXICO - Counts per 100 sweeps on 
alfalfa ranged 18-37 in Dona Ana County and 13-21 in Chaves County. (N. M. Coop. 
Rpt.). TEXAS - Very light on peanuts in Montague County. (Turney). Nymphs and 
adults range 20-45 per sweep on Burleson County alfalfa. (Randolph). ALABAMA - 
Light to moderate in Houston County, with only slight damage indicated. 
(Buttram). ARKANSAS - Ranged 0-3 per 30 feet of row in 50 fields of soybeans 
checked in central, east central and southeast areas. Few nymphs appearing. 
Grates Itai, See, )). 


ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica) - COLORADO - Adults numerous in field of alfalfa 
when baled hay was removed in Larimer County. Larvae increasing in Otero, 
Crowley and Pueblo Counties; 10-40 per 100 sweeps in some fields checked. Damage 
negligible. (Larson, Schweissing). NEW MEXICO - One adult and one larva, 
probably this species, collected in field of alfalfa near Chama, Rio Arriba 
County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). VIRGINIA - Larvae light in several fields of 
third-cutting alfalfa in sections of Cumberland County (Seay) and on alfalfa 
locally in Buckingham County (Ellis); light to medium in 3 fields in Loudoun 
County (Brown). Larvae light locally in several fields in Appomattox and 
Campbell Counties. (Tarpley, Bishop). MARYLAND - Larvae continue light on 
alfalfa in Frederick County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). VERMONT - Averaged 3 per 

100 sweeps on third-cutting alfalfa in Bennington County. (MacCollom). 


WEEVILS - COLORADO - Larvae of an undetermined species feeding on flower heads 
in sweet clover seed fields in Delta and Montrose Counties; 0-10 per 25 flower 
heads. (Bulla). SOUTH DAKOTA - Sitona scissifrons ranged 1-8 per 10 sweeps on 
alfalfa in Brookings and Moody Counties. (Hintz). VIRGINIA - Larvae of Hypera 
punctata light locally in several fields of alfalfa in Appomattox and Campbell 
Counties. (Tarpley, Bishop). 


BEAN LEAF BEETLE (Cerotoma trifurcata) - MARYLAND - Adults caused moderate 
foliage injury to soybeans in Wicomico and Worcester Counties. (U. Md., Ent. 
Dept.). VIRGINIA - Building up on soybeans in Westmoreland County; 8-10 per 
foot of row. (Ptucha, Aug. 1). ARKANSAS - Averaged 1.5 per 30 feet of row in 
50 fields of soybeans checked in central, east central and southeast areas. 
(Ark. Ins. Sur.). ILLINOIS - Appearing on soybeans and feeding extensively 
on leaves in some areas. (I11l. Ins. Rpt.). 


ALFALFA CATERPILLAR (Colias eurytheme) - OKLAHOMA - Light to medium on alfalfa 
in Choctaw County, southeast; light throughout southwest and west central areas. 
(Okla. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Occasional larva found in Burleson County alfalfa. 
(Randolph). NEW MEXICO - Adults observed in most alfalfa in southern counties. 
Larvae causing minor damage to alfalfa foliage in Eddy County. (N. M. Coop. 
Rpitepie 


BEET ARMYWORM (Spodoptera exigua) - TEXAS - Heavy, 15-40 per sweep, on Burleson 
County alfalfa. (Randolph). 


GARDEN WEBWORM (Loxostege similalis) - MISSOURI - Damage observed in grassy 
soybeans and alfalfa in northeast. Infestations spotted and scattered in soy- 
beans, but few fields of alfalfa severely damaged. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). 
OKLAHOMA - Generally light, O-6 per 10 sweeps, on alfalfa in southwest area; 
somewhat higher counts noted in Choctaw County, southeast. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 
TEXAS - Infestations warranting controls present on Travis County alfalfa. 
(Cook). 


GREEN CLOVERWORM (Plathypena scabra) - MARYLAND - Larvae light but increasing 

on soybeans in 3 Eastern Shore counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). ARKANSAS - 
Increased in some soybean fields in Lonoke County; averaged 21 per 30 feet of 
row in 10 fields; averaged 3-4 per 30 feet of row in most areas. (Ark. Ins. 
Sur.). SOUTH DAKOTA - Low, 1 per 10 sweeps in east central region, except in 
field of alfalfa in Moody County where counts averaged 14 per 10 sweeps. (Hintz). 
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LESSER CORNSTALK BORER (Elasmopalpus lignosellus) - GEORGIA - Heavy in many 
peanut fields in southern part of State. (Jordan). 


YELLOW-STRIPED ARMYWORM (Prodenia ornithogalli) - TEXAS - Late-stage larvae 
light to moderate and feeding on peanuts in Montague County. (Turney). 


THRIPS - MARYLAND - Adults and nymphs continue to cause conspicuous streaking 
of soybeans over State. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


SPIDER MITES - GEORGIA - Heavy on peanuts in southwest area. (Jordan). 
MARYLAND - Light to moderate on soybeans in Queen Annes and Wicomico Counties. 
(U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


SUNFLOWER BEETLE (Zygospila exclamationis) - NORTH DAKOTA - Larvae feeding on 


heads and leaves of sunflower near Cavalier, Pembina County. Ranged 3-15 per 
head at margins of fields. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). 


FRUIT INSECTS 


ORCHARD MITES - VERMONT - Panonychus ulmi spotty and causing some bronzing 
where population is up. (MacCollom). CONNECTICUT - Continue threatening in 
poorly treated blocks and trees. (Bobb). NEW JERSEY - Currently biggest 
problem in many orchards; controls recommended. (Ins.-Dis. Newsltr., Aug. 7). 
INDIANA - Populations warrant controls in many places in Vincennes area, Knox 
County. (Hamilton, Aug. 7). MICHIGAN - Serious populations of Panonychus ulmi 
and Tetranychus telarius on apples and plums in all western fruit-growing -areas. 
(Guyer, Aug. 8). COLORADO - T. telarius injured poorly treated pear orchards 
in Mesa County; increasing in Garfield County and well under control in Delta 
County. (Bulla). 


APPLE MAGGOT (Rhagoletis pomonella) - VERMONT - Emergence dropped off rapidly. 
(MacCollom). CONNECTICUT - Emergence continues at reduced rate; controls 
needed. (Bobb). NEW YORK - Emergence decreased sharply week of July 30, but 

few flights still appearing. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., Aug. 6). MICHIGAN - Oviposition 
continues; all larval stages abundant. (Guyer, Aug. 8). WISCONSIN - First 
adults caught in Winnebago County July 26. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). MINNESOTA - Adults 
remain active throughout State; controls recommended. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). 


CODLING MOTH (Carpocapsa pomonella) - NEW YORK —- Flights increased sharply 
August 2; second-brood entries readily found August 3 in Niagara County. (N. Y. 
Wkly. Rpt.). INDIANA - Adults of second brood appeared at bait traps since 
August 1 in Vincennes area, Knox County. It is anticipated that peak hatch will 
occur August 20-30. Controls needed south of U. S. Highway 40 through these 
dates. (Hamilton). Entries expected in apples in south central counties. 
(Marshall, Aug. 8). MICHIGAN - Concentrated numbers of entries evident in 
untreated orchards in southwestern area. (Guyer, Aug. 8). COLORADO - Under 
control in orchards in Delta County. (Bulla). NEW MEXICO - Damage very notice- 
able in untreated and improperly managed orchards in Hondo Valley, Lincoln 
County. Several orchards damaged by hail averaged 80-97 percent "wormy" apples. 
(N. M. Coop. Rpt.). UTAH - Cool night responsible for fewer flights, though 
some light flights each week since mid-May; controls generally good. (Davis, 
Knowlton). Blacklight trap yielded 13 in 2 nights in orchard at Logan, Cache 
County; increased to 36 on later 2-night period. (Davis). 


RED-BANDED LEAF ROLLER (Argyrotaenia velutinana) - INDIANA - Injury in area 
surveyed south of U. S. Highway 40 limited to a few orchards; adults, pupae and 
full-grown larvae readily found August 7, but eggs and young larvae scarce. 
Vanguard of fall broods expected August 14-17. (Hamilton). MICHIGAN - Ranges 
from late-stage larvae to pupae in Berrien County orchards. (Guyer, Aug. 8). 
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ORIENTAL FRUIT MOTH (Grapholitha molesta) - CONNECTICUT - Third brood does not 
appear threatening; second brood generally light. (Bobb). NEW YORK —- Second- 
brood flight increased sharply August 2; heaviest bait trap catch of season 

in Niagara County. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt.). INDIANA - Adults continue at bait traps 
in Vincennes area, Knox County; protection needed. (Hamilton, Aug. 7). 


LESSER PEACH TREE BORER (Synanthedon pictipes) - FLORIDA - Severe on 80 percent 
of 2,000 peach trees at Glen St. Mary, Baker County. (Collins, July 30). 


FALL WEBWORM (Hyphantria cunea) - NEW MEXICO - Appears much heavier in northern 
than in southern counties; damaging apple, pear and plum trees along Rio Grande 
in Rio Arriba and Taos Counties. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


RED-HUMPED CATERPILLAR (Schizura concinna) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy on pear trees 
in Mount Shasta, Siskiyou County. (CalwaGoopy Rpt.) 


PEAR-SLUG (Caliroa cerasi) - UTAH - Moderate to severe in untreated cherry 
orchards, lighter on plums and pears. (Davis, Knowlton). 


APPLE APHID (Aphis pomi) - CALIFORNIA - Medium on apple trees in Bishop, Inyo 
County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). VERMONT - Troublesome in some blocks. (MacCollom). 


APPLE MEALYBUG (Phenacoccus aceris) - VERMONT - Crawlers 25-30 per leaf in 
Dorset. (MacCollom). 


WOOLLY APPLE APHID (Eriosoma lanigerum) - VERMONT - Population up in Windham 
County over previous years and threatens to blotch fruit unless controlled. 
(MacCollom). 


SAN JOSE SCALE (Aspidiotus perniciosus) - FLORIDA - Light on pear July 30 and 
August 7 and severe on 2,150 peach trees August 2 at Glen St. Mary, Baker County. 
(Collins). CALIFORNIA - Heavy on apples in Bishop, Inyo County. (Cal. Coop. 
Rpt.). 


A WALNUT HUSK FLY (Rhagoletis sauvis) - INDIANA - Large numbers of adults taken 
in Vincennes area, Knox County, July 20-27. (Hamilton). 


APHIDS - UTAH - Making black walnut foliage sticky at Brigham City, Box Elder 
County, and at Sunset and East Layton, Davis County. (Knowlton). Infestations 
conspicuous on pecans this season in "Dixie" area, Washington County. (Knowlton, 
Huber). 


PERSIMMON PSYLLA (Trioza diospyri) - FLORIDA - Moderate on persimmon at Glen 
St. Mary, Baker County. (Collins, July 23). 


PAPAYA FRUIT FLY (Toxotrypana curvicauda) - FLORIDA - Infested mango during 
July and papaya in August in Miami area, Dade County. (Dekle, Crews). 


GRAPE BERRY MOTH (Paralobesia viteana) - UTAH - Caused considerable injury to 
vineyards in Hurricane, Washington County. (Knowlton, Huber). 


GRAPE PHYLLOXERA (Phylloxera vitifoliae) - ALABAMA - Heavy on grapes in Lee 
County. (Barwood). 


A GALL MIDGE (Dasyneura vaccinii) - NEW JERSEY - Potential for damage continues 
on late held cranberry bogs. (Ins.-Dis. Newsltr., Aug. 7). 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - NEW JERSEY - Controls continue necessary 
on blueberries. (Ins.-Dis. Newsltr., Aug. 7). 
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TRUCK CROP INSECTS 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - VERMONT - A problem on cole crops. (MacCollom) . 
NEW YORK - First larvae appeared in Niagara County. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., Aug. 6). 
WISCONSIN - Injury heavy on some cabbage plantings in Outagamie County. (Wis. 

Ins. Sur.). TEXAS - Locally damaging in western areas. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). 

NEW MEXICO — Problem in vegetable and flower gardens in Las Cruces area, Dona 

Ana County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


GARDEN WEBWORM (Loxostege similalis) - TEXAS - Locally damaging in western areas. 
(Texas Coop. Rpt.). 


GREEN PEACH APHID (Myzus persicae) - MARYLAND - Moderate to heavy on peppers in 
Worcester County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). PENNSYLVANIA - Building up on potatoes 
in Cambria County. (Udine, Aug. 3). MICHIGAN - Building up very rapidly in 
Ingham, Montcalm and Upper Peninsula counties. (Guyer, Aug. 8). WISCONSIN - 
Colonies becoming noticeable on potatoes and peppers in central part of State. 
(Wis. Ins. Sur.) COLORADO - Very light on potatoes in Weld County; averaged 

6 per leaf in late potatoes. (Simpson). UTAH - Numerous on potatoes at Fielding, 
Box Elder County. (Knowlton). 


MELON APHID (Aphis gossypii) - RHODE ISLAND - Numerous on cucumber in Pawtucket, 
Providence County, and Kingston, Washington County. (Mathewson). DELAWARE - Very 
heavy on small cantaloup planting in New Castle County. (MacCreary). OKLAHOMA - 
Heavy on melons in Alva area, Woods County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Locally 
heavy and attacking cantaloups.in Motley County; controls satisfactory. (Pallmeyer). 


APHIDS - RHODE ISLAND - Exuviae heavy on tomatoes in Pawtucket, Providence County. 
(Mathewson). CONNECTICUT - Present on many vegetables. (Bobb, Aug. 10). NEW 

YORK - Heavy on tomatoes, peppers and crucifers in Suffolk County. Building up 

on most growing vegetables in Nassau County; continued buildup expected. Infested 
late cabbage showing signs of mosaic in Oswego-Onondaga-Cayuga County area. Some 
control difficulty noted on cabbage in Canastota area, Madison County. (N. Y. 
Wkly. Rpt., Aug. 6). VIRGINIA - Locally severe on blackeye peas in home gardens 
at Alps, Caroline County. (Tarpley, Eagar, July 30). INDIANA - Untreated straw- 
berries remained free of aphids during past 2 weeks. (Marshall, July 7). 


BEET LEAFHOPPER (Circulifer tenellus) -— COLORADO - Decreasing on tomatoes in 
Arkansas Valley; ranged 0-20 per 100 sweeps. (Schweissing). WYOMING - Survey 
currently conducted in Washakie County to determine extent of sugar beet curly 
top; two-thirds of beet fields now surveyed and all fields show some disease, 
Disease ranged 3-72 percent in some fields. (Fullerton). 


LEAFHOPPERS - UTAH - Empoasca filamenta moderately numerous on potatoes, beans 
and squash at Orem, Utah County. (Knowlton). NEW YORK - Buildup of Macrosteles 
fascifrons heavy in Oneida-Madison County area. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., Aug. 6). 
CONNECTICUT - Present on many vegetables. (Bobb, Aug. 10). 


LYGUS BUGS (Lygus spp.) - WYOMING - Adults averaged 25 per 100 sweeps in sugar 
beets and 40 per 100 sweeps in bean fields in Washakie County. (Fullerton). 


GRASSHOPPERS - INDIANA - Continue a threat to strawberries in some locations in 
south central counties; populations high near hay fields. (Marshall, Aug. 7). 
UTAH - Damage to home gardens increased in Cache and Salt Lake Counties. 
(Knowlton). Moving into berry patches on benchlands east of Bountiful, Farming- 
ton, Kaysville and Layton, Davis County, with increasing damage to home gardens 
and raspberry patches noted. (Knowlton, Davis). 


EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Ostrinia nubilalis) - MARYLAND - Larvae light, but increasing, 
in pepper fruits in several fields in Worcester County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.) 
WISCONSIN - Freshly laid egg mass found on peppers in Marquette County August 6. 
(Wis. Ins. Sur.) 
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HORNWORMS (Protoparce spp.) - IDAHO - Larvae more numerous than in recent years 
in Parma area, Canyon County. (Scott). WISCONSIN - First-generation larvae 
nearly full grown on tomatoes in central area; injury generally light. (Wis. 
ins.) Sure). 


FLEA BEETLES (Epitrix spp.) - VERMONT - A problem on potatoes in home gardens. 
(MacCollom). MAINE - Summer-generation E. cucumeris adults present in trace 
numbers only at Presque Isle, Aroostook County. Normally much in evidence at 
this time if species is to be abundant. (Shands et al.). MICHIGAN - Second- 
generation E. cucumeris adults active throughout State. (Guyer, Aug. 8). 


COLORADO - E. tuberis not found in surveys in Garfield County. (Bulla). 


POTATO APHID (Macrosiphum euphorbiae) - PENNSYLVANIA - Building up on potatoes 
in Cambria County; averaged 5 on top leaves. (Udine, Aug. 3). COLORADO - Ranged 
5-20 per leaf on lower leaves of potatoes and 3-10 per 100 sweeps in Garfield 
County. (Bulla). 


Potato Aphids in Maine - Foliage of untreated potatoes at Presque Isle, Aroostook 
County, Shows populations still small. Numbers of aphids and percent of plants 
infested by 3-leaf method less than double last week. POTATO APHID (Macrosiphum 
euphorbiae) predominates; FOXGLOVE APHID (Myzus solani) least abundant. BUCKTHORN 
APHID (Aphis nasturtii) and GREEN PEACH APHID CM. persicae) about equal numbers. 
Natural agencies largely responsible for slowing rate of increase, especially 


entomogenous fungi and insect parasites. (Shands et al.). 


EGGPLANT LACE BUG (Gargaphia solani) - MARYLAND - Heavy on eggplant at Severna 
Park, Anne Arundel County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


POTATO PSYLLID (Paratrioza cockerelli) - UTAH - Counts very low in Cache Valley; 
more potatoes found to have suffered serious damage than anticipated. (Knowlton). 
COLORADO - Adults numbered 2 in 8 tomato fields checked in Arkansas Valley; no 
eggs nor nymphs found. (Schweissing). 


IMPORTED CABBAGEWORM (Pieris rapae) - NORTH DAKOTA - Caused severe damage to 
cabbage in garden in Grand Forks, Grand Forks County. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). 
WISCONSIN - Injury heavy on some cabbage plantings in Outagamie County. (Wis. 
Ins. Sur.). VERMONT - A problem on cole crops. (MacCollom). 


CABBAGE APHID (Brevicoryne brassicae) - MICHIGAN - Populations extensive on all 
untreated crucifers. (Guyer, Aug. 8). WISCONSIN - Severe in southeastern area; 
less in Outagamie County on cabbage. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE (Epilachna varivestis) - COLORADO - Damaged bean fields in 
Otero, Crowley and Pueblo Counties; larvae light to moderate in Montrose County 
with 4-30 per 100 feet of row. (Schweissing, Bulla). MARYLAND - Severe injury 
to unprotected beans on lower Eastern Shore. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). RHODE ISLAND - 
Larvae feeding on beans in Peace Dale, Washington County. (Stessel, Mathewson) . 


BEAN LEAF BEETLE (Cerotoma trifurcata) - MARYLAND - Adults caused moderate 
foliage injury to late beans in Worcester County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


BEET ARMYWORM (Spodoptera exigua) - TEXAS - Locally damaging in western areas. 
(Texas Coop. Rpt.). 


SUGAR-BEET ROOT MAGGOT (Tetanops myopaeformis) - WYOMING - Larvae averaged 4 per 
Square foot in 12 sugar beet fields in Washakie County. (Fullerton). 


POTATO LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca fabae) - MARYLAND - Light to moderate on beans on 
Eastern Shore. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


RASPBERRY CANE BORER (Oberea bimaculata) - WISCONSIN - Nearly mature: larvae in 
raspberry canes in Dane County; populations generally high. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 
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CIGAR CASEBEARER (Coleophora serratella) - ALABAMA - Heavy, and damaging wild 
blackberries in Lee County. (Buttram). 


SAP BEETLES —- WISCONSIN - Serious problem in overripe everbearing strawberries 
in Outagamie County; occasionally present in boxes of strawberries. (Wis. Ins. 
Sur.). 


TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus telarius) - NEW JERSEY - Buildup noted 
in some strawberry fields. (Ins.-Dis. Newsltr., Aug. 7). 


TOBACCO INSECTS 


GREEN PEACH APHID (Myzus persicae) - VIRGINIA - Severe on about 5 percent of 
tobacco plants in field near Kenbridge, Lunenburg County. (Tarpley, Holland, 
Aug. 3). Caused heavy damage to 3-acre tobacco field in Pittsylvania County. 
(Dominick, Aug. 8). MARYLAND - Numbers on tobacco heaviest of recent years; 
damage to untreated tobacco widespread. Predators and fungus disease active. 
(U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


TOBACCO FLEA BEETLE (Epitrix hirtipennis) - MARYLAND - Heavy on tobacco in 
Anne Arundel and Prince Georges Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


HORNWORMS (Protoparce spp.) - MARYLAND - Second-brood eggs and small larvae on 
tobacco generally. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). VIRGINIA - Second-brood larvae light 
in all fields examined in Pittsylvania County. (Dominick, Aug. 8). WISCONSIN - 
Larvae of first generation nearly full grown on tobacco in western area of State; 
injury generally light. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


TOBACCO BUDWORM (Heliothis virescens) - MARYLAND - Continues light to moderate 
on tobacco in St. Marys County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


STALK BORER (Papaipema nebris) - VIRGINIA - Medium locally on burley tobacco at 
farm near Blackwater, Lee County. Boring in tobacco petioles; killed small 
plants earlier by boring in stalk. (Tarpley, Lyle, July 26). 


COTTON INSECTS 


BOLL WEEVIL (Anthonomus grandis) - NORTH CAROLINA - Populations much greater 
throughout State than in 1961. Migration underway; recommended controls should 
be applied on schedule to protect fruit already set. (Cott. Newsltr., Aug. 6). 
SOUTH CAROLINA —- Pressure continues to increase in all areas; greatest in 
Coastal Plain area, but expected to increase in Piedmont area. Percent infes- 
tation in 27 counties is 16.4 in treated fields and 53 in untreated fields. 
(Cott. Ltr., Aug. 6). General migration underway in Florence area; number of 
adults per acre and infestations have increased drastically. Continued controls 
should be made where warranted. (Taft et al., Aug. 8). TENNESSEE - Emergence of 
third-generation weevils now at peak in southern tier of counties; damage severe 
in large number of fields. Average percent punctured squares 63 compared with 
41 previous week and 28 at same time in 1961. Difficult to find squares in some 
fields not punctured; as many as 5 weevils found on one bloom. In heavier 
infested fields, considerable middle and top crop bolls being injured. Migration 
underway to noninfested counties to north, but doubtful if sufficient damage 
will occur to justify controls. Extremely late cotton may be subject to injury 
if square counts above 10-15 percent at this time. (Locke). GEORGIA - Percent 
punctured squares ranged 5-81, averaged 26, in 43 northern, middle and southern 
area fields. (Johnson et al.). ALABAMA —- Migration heavy in practically all 
northern counties; as many as 12 adults found on single bloom. Infestations 
range 9-70 percent in fields examined. (Buttram). MISSISSIPPI - Infestations 
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still generally low in delta counties. Some increase in percent infestations 
resulted from cotton cutting out. (Merkl et al.). LOUISIANA - Infestations 
generally low in Tallulah area where regular control maintained. Infestation 
above 25 percent on some farms, and exceed 50 percent in few fields with poor 
control programs. (Smith et al.). ARKANSAS - Third-generation weevils continue 
to emerge. Weevils present in 93.4 percent of fields scouted, compared with 
91.1 percent previous week; 3,280 fields in danger zone. Control generally 
good. (Cott. Ins. Rpt.). MISSOURI - Percent punctured squares ranged 1-10 in 
38 fields of 1,134 scouted. (French). OKLAHOMA - Light to heavy throughout 
cotton areas of State. Percent infestation, by section, as follows: Southeast 
8-15; south central 6-55, with high counts in Grandfield area; west central 
1-10, with some scattered high counts reported, although most counts low; 
central 52-70, in Binger area; north central 5-20. less than 5 percent infes- 
tation observed in experimental plots at Chickasha, Grady County. (Okla. Coop. 
Sur.). TEXAS - Controls continue to be applied in few late fruiting and irri- 
gated fields in McLennan and Falls Counties. Percent infestation averaged 16.9 
punctured squares in 15 treated fields and 75.7 in 7 untreated fields; overall 
average 23.4 percent. (Cowan et al.). Continues one of most destructive cotton 
pests in State. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). 


BOLLWORMS (Heliothis spp., et al.) - SOUTH CAROLINA - Pressure mounting rapidly, 
but most growers holding these pests in check. (Cott. Ltr., Aug. 6). Populations 
increasing in Florence area. (Taft et al.). TENNESSEE - Causing some damage over 
entire western part of State and considered number one pests outside boll-weevil 
infested area. (Locke). GEORGIA - Counts made in 88 northern, middle and south- 
ern area fields. Eggs ranged 0-37 and averaged 12 per 100 terminals, and larvae 
ranged 0-32 and averaged 4 per 100 terminals. (Johnson et al.). ALABAMA - 
increasing populations in cotton expected to occur within next 7 days, as major- 
ity of corn fields in State have reached maturity and beginning to dry. Egg counts 
have been exceedingly high. (Buttram). MISSISSIPPI - Moth activity increased 
following localized showers in delta area. Egg deposition heavy in some irrigated 
cotton. Green, succulent fields will need protection for some time. (Merkl et 
al.). LOUISIANA - Egg and larval terminal counts generally low in Tallulah area, 
but some squares damaged. There is now some boll damage in many fields that has 
occurred since mid-July when control programs were in progress. Bollworm control 
still necessary in most fields where cotton still fruiting and succulent growth 
present. (Smith et al.). ARKANSAS - Third-generation moth emergence continues. 
Infestation levels declined in southeast, central and Arkansas River Valley areas; 
counts up in northeast and southwest areas, Difficulties in control being over- 
come in most instances. Terminal counts nearer normal than for past few weeks. 
(Cott. Ins. Rpt.). MISSOURI - Larvae ranged 0-31 and eggs 0-38 per 100 terminals 
in 400 fields of 1,134 scouted. (French). OKLAHOMA - Medium to heavy and causing 
considerable damage throughout cotton-producing areas. Percent infestation, by 
area, as follows: Southeast 10, south central 4-25, southwest 2-13, west central 
1-15, central 4-14; counts generally 1-2 percent in Major County, but one field 
reported to have 65 percent of bolls damaged. Infestations up to 30 percent 
reported from Pawnee County, and locally heavy in Payne County. Infestation on 
experimental plots at Chickasha, Grady County, averaged 26 percent. (Okla. Coop. 
Sur.). TEXAS - Injurious infestations continue in succulent fields in McLennan 
and Falls Counties. Infestation averaged 6 eggs and 2.4 larvae per 100 terminals 
in 22 fields. Percent square injury averaged 3.6 in 15 treated fields and 11.8 
in 7 untreated fields; percent boll injury averaged 2.7 in 19 treated and 9.7 

in 7 untreated fields. (Cowan et al.). Continue to be some of most destructive 
pests of cotton in State. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). NEW MEXICO - Heavy and causing 
considerable damage-in Dona Ana and Eddy Counties. Lighter populations also 
damaging cotton in Socorro, Chaves and Lea Counties. (N. M. Coop. RpiGe dr. 

ARIZONA - Increasing in some areas, with considerable damage in some fields. 


(Ariz. Coop. Sur.). CALIFORNIA - Numbers continue to increase in El Centro 
area, Imperial County; growers should be constantly alert for these pests 
during next 4-6 weeks. (Peterson). Increasing rapidly in Bakersfield area, 


Kern County; range 0-10 to 15 per 100 plants. Averaged 4 per 100 terminals 
in several fields. Most larvae small; eggs difficult to find, being deposited 
low on plants. (Black).

CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - NORTH CAROLINA - Numerous enough in some areas 
to cause defoliation where not controlled. (Cott. Newsltr., Aug. 6). SOUTH 
CAROLINA - Above average in all parts of State. (Cott. Ltr., Aug. 6). Large 
populations still occurring in many areas. Some larvae killed by disease in 
various fields of Florence area. (Taft et al., Aug. 8). GEORGIA - Light to 
moderate in northern, middle and southern areas. (Johnson et al.). ALABAMA - 
Damaging cotton as far north as De Kalb County. Control a problem at this 

time; many fields appear quite ragged. (Buttram). OKLAHOMA - Populations up 
somewhat over previous week in experimental plots in Chickasha, Grady County; 
averaged one per plant. Generally light throughout southwest and west central 
areas, with one locally high observation in Major County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 
ARIZONA - Counts as high as 20-30 larvae per 100 sweeps present in few central 
area fields. Diseased larvae present in most infested fields. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 
CALIFORNIA —- Evident in most fields in low numbers in El Centro area, Imperial 
County. No reports of damage. (Peterson). 


COTTON LEAFWORM (Alabama argillacea) - OKLAHOMA - Young larvae observed on cotton 
in Payne County, north central; infestation heavy in field checked in Major County, 
west central; none found in experimental plots at Chickasha, central area. (Okla. 
Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Two second instars, collected in McLennan County August 9, 
were first of season. Moths continue to be collected in light trap. (Cowan et 
BLS) 6 


SALT-MARSH CATERPILLAR (Estigmene acrea) - CALIFORNIA - Early hatching continues, 
but no sign of population increase in El Centro area, Imperial County. (Peterson). 


LEAF ROLLERS -— CALIFORNIA - At subeconomic levels in most fields checked in 

El Centro area, Imperial County. Adults heavy in last beet fields to be harves- 
ted and moving into cotton and alfalfa in large numbers. Sharp rise in popula- 
tions may occur during next 2-3 weeks. (Peterson). 


LEAF PERFORATORS —- CALIFORNIA - Hatching in many fields, particularly in north 
end of Imperial Valley, Imperial County, and slow population buildup appears in 
progress. Only occasional field approaching economic levels. (Peterson). 


LYGUS BUGS (Lygus spp.) - ARIZONA - Heavy in untreated cotton statewide; 50-60 
percent damaged squares common. Extensive controls being applied. (Ariz. Coop. 
Sur.). CALIFORNIA - Numerous and damaging in many fields. No apparent increase 
in populations,but holding steadily in El Centro area, Imperial County. (Peterson). 
Numbers variable in parts of Kings County. Less abundant in northern area of 
county than on west side. (McCutcheon). 


PLANT BUGS - MISSOURI - Ranged 1-50 per 100 terminals in 948 fields of 1,134 
scouted. (French). ARKANSAS - Activity decreased; 29.3 percent of fields infes- 
ted compared with 37.6 percent last week. (Cott. Ins. Rpt.). MISSISSIPPI - Light 
in isolated portions of delta area. (Merkl et al.). 


COTTON FLEAHOPPER (Psallus seriatus) - ARIZONA - Damaging cotton in some areas of 

central and southeastern portions of State. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). OKLAHOMA —- Causing 
some damage to young squares in scattered areas around Kiowa and Washita Counties. 
Heavy counts also noted in Major County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


STINK BUGS - ARIZONA - Medium to heavy infestations a problem in. some fields 
Statewide, particularly in central area. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). CALIFORNIA - High 
in many fields and migration from harvested alfalfa seed and sorghum fields 
continuing in El Centro area, Imperial County. (Peterson). 


APHIDS - SOUTH CAROLINA - Present in all areas and causing localized damage. 
(Cott. Ltr., Aug. 6). TENNESSEE - Continue a problem over western area. Increase 
expected due to cool nights and rank cotton. Heaviest infestations still in areas 
where boll weevil control necessary. (Locke). MISSISSIPPI - Light in isolated 
portions of delta area. (Merkl et al.). LOUISIANA - Control needed in most fields 
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in Tallulah area where aphicide not included in regular control measures. (Smith 
et al.) ARKANSAS - Activity down; present in 30.5 percent of fields, compared 
with 33.5 percent one week ago. (Cott. Ins. Rpt.). 


LEAFHOPPERS (Empoasca spp.) - CALIFORNIA - Populations on decline in El Centro 
area, Imperial County, and not likely to cause serious concern for rest of season. 
(Peterson). 


STRIPED FLEA BEETLE (Phyllotreta striolata) - CALIFORNIA - Localized but severe 
problem in Imperial County. Cotton fields in Brawley area in vicinity of sugar 
beets and alfalfa had heavy migration of beetles when these crops harvested. In 
most cases, damage to cotton confined to margins or near margins of fields, but 
was serious because of defoliation and severe scarring of bolls. (Peterson). 


CRICKETS — CALIFORNIA - In damaging numbers in localized areas of Imperial 
Valley, Imperial County. Nymphs causing serious damage to squares, bolls and 
foliage. Treatment necessary in some cases. In past years, crickets have given 
little trouble in cotton fields. (Peterson). 


SPIDER MITES — NORTH CAROLINA —- In many cotton fields. Many infestations heavy 
enough to warrant immediate treatment. (Cott. Newsltr., Aug. 6). SOUTH CAROLINA - 
Still a problem, but being controlled in Piedmont area. (Cott. Ltr., Aug. 6). 
TENNESSEE - Causing serious damage over western area. Large portion of some 
fields completely defoliated where no control applied. (Locke). GEORGIA - Range 
light to heavy in northern, middle and southern areas. (Johnson et al.). ALABAMA - 
Caused some damage to cotton in Tennessee Valley area; some fields in Limestone 
and Madison Counties severely damaged. (Buttram). MISSISSIPPI - Generally medium 
to heavy over delta area. Economic damage in many fields. Control erratic in 
numerous areas. (Merkl et al.). LOUISIANA - Spotted heavily in some older cotton 
fields in Tallulah area and leaf drop occurring in few fields. No general 
infestations reported. (Smith et al.). ARKANSAS - Activity up. Mites in 15.4 
percent of fields, compared with 11.5 percent last week. (Cott. Ins. Rpt.). 
MISSOURI - Although infestations declining and no longer considered economic, 

of 1,134 fields scouted 470 infested. (French). NEW MEXICO - Occasional infes- 
tations present in Socorro County cotton fields. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). CALIFORNIA - 
Low numbers in many fields in El Centro area, Imperial County; higher populations 
in fields which received several insecticide applications. Few fields required 
treatment. (Peterson). Tetranychus telarius, T. pacificus and T. atlanticus 
present in many fields in northern Kings County. GicCatancon. 
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FOREST, ORNAMENTAL AND SHADE TREE INSECTS 

BARK BEETLES —- Primary problem during current reporting period has been 
Dendroctonus frontalis, which literally exploded in southeast TEXAS and recently 
became serious in portions of SOUTH CAROLINA and northeastern GEORGIA. In Texas, 
an estimated 2 million acres affected and infestation was rapidly expanding in 
early June. If new outbreaks continue to develop in Southern Region during the 
summer, losses may exceed one billion board feet. D. frontalis remained at low 
epidemic level in southeastern MISSISSIPPI and northern ALABAMA. Control efforts 
now being applied to most outbreaks by a coordinated effort; salvage and chemical 
measures being used. D. terebrans activity relatively low this year; however, 
increased activity reported in connection with naval stores operations in southern 
GEORGIA and northern FLORIDA. Ips spp. became more serious during recent months 
in central GEORGIA and on the Sam Houston National Forest in TEXAS. Some indica- 
tion of increased Ips spp. activity present in FLORIDA areas hit by 1959-1961 
hurricanes. (South. For. Pest Rpt., July). RHODE ISLAND - Apparently Myeloborus 
sp., causing death of twigs of white pine in Charlestown, South Kingstown and 
Exeter, Washington County. Pupae and/or adults found in twigs dissected. 
(Stessel, Mathewson). 


PINE TUSSOCK MOTH (Dasychira plagiata) - MINNESOTA - Mostly emerged in Willow 
River area; most remaining pupae appear parasitized. Egg masses very common in 
some areas. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). 


SPRUCE NEEDLE MINER (Taniva albolineana) - NEBRASKA - Populations causing damage 
in Lincoln County. (Pruess). 


DOUGLAS-FIR TUSSOCK MOTH (Hemerocampa pseudotsugata) - IDAHO - Third and fourth 
instars noted at Fairfield, Camas County. (Paulsen). 


BALSAM WOOLLY APHID (Chermes piceae) - NORTH CAROLINA - Area of infestation 
continued to expand and large number of trees killed. (South. For. Pest Rpt., 
July). 


COOLEY SPRUCE GALL APHID (Chermes cooleyi) - INDIANA - Infesting spruce in St. 
Joseph County. (Schuder). 


PINE TORTOISE SCALE (Toumeyella numismaticum) - OHIO - Damaging Scotch pine in 
Clark and Franklin Counties. (Neiswander) 


CONIFER SAWFLIES - Neodiprion pratti pratti reported light this spring in 8 
counties of NORTH CAROLINA. N. lecontei causing heavy mortality of young loblolly 
Pine in Lawrence County, TENNESSEE , and recently reported on increase in the 

Gulf States and in ARKANSAS. (South. For. Pest Rpt., July). MINNESOTA - Third 
and fourth instars of N. lecontei found; some eggs still unhatched. No second- 
generation Diprion similis larvae noted; adults still emerging. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). 


LARCH SAWFLY (Pristiphora erichsonii) - MINNESOTA - Some larvae spinning up, 
although first to fifth instars present. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). 


FALL WEBWORM (Hyphantria cunea) - IDAHO - Webs numerous on chokecherry north of 
Banks, Boise County, and south of Bogus Basin Ski area. (Furniss). NEW MEXICO - 
Appears much heavier in northern counties than in southern counties; extremely 
heavy in poplar trees along Rio Grande in Rio Arriba and Taos Counties. (N. M. 
Coop, Rpt.). TEXAS - General infestation of 1-2 webs per pecan tree present in 
De Witt and Gonzales Counties. (Texas Coop. Rpt.; Smith). NORTH CAROLINA - 
Larvae in second stage about July 23 in central area. (Wray). Webs do not 
appear as numerous throughout State as during 1961. (Whitfield). ILLINOIS - 
Very abundant in some spots in eastern Champaign County; still light in other 
northern areas. (I11l. Ins. Rpt.). MINNESOTA - Reported in northeastern area on 
ornamental crabapple and alder. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). RHODE ISLAND - In evidence 
along roads in South Kingstown, Richmond, Charlestown, Exeter and North Kingstown, 
Washington County. (Mathewson). 
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ELM SPANWORM (Ennomos subSignarius) - Appeared on hardwood in May for ninth 
consecutive year, affecting portions of north GEORGIA, southwestern NORTH 
CAROLINA, southeastern TENNESSEE and, for the first time western SOUTH CAROLINA. 
Defoliation was generally less severe in 1962 than in 1961, Parasite and 
predators found in greater numbers during 1962 but total effect yet to be 
determined. (South. For. Pest Rpt., July). 


FOREST TENT CATERPILLAR (Malacosoma disstria) - Again defoliated large areas in 
LOUISIANA and ALABAMA, (South. For. Pest Rpt., July). IDAHO - Egg masses on 
willow and ornamental shrubs noted at Bonners Ferry, Boundary County, and Coeur 
d'Alene, Kootenai County. (Ingle, Stranahan). 


SADDLED PROMINENT (Heterocampa guttivitta) - DELAWARE - Feeding rather heavily on 
oaks in western Kent County. (Burbutis, Huber). 


GYPSY MOTH (Porthetria dispar) - PENNSYLVANIA - Traps in Pike County yielded 3 
males in Delaware Township and 2 males in Lehman Township, July 26; and one male 
in Milford Township, July 31. Det. E. U. Balsbaugh. (Bennett). 


RUSTY TUSSOCK MOTH (Orgyia antiqua) - IDAHO - Pupating in large numbers 5 miles 
north of Banks, Boise County, after severely defoliating willow, serviceberry, 
birch and other vegetation. (Furniss). 


WHITE-MARKED TUSSOCK MOTH (Hemerocampa leucostigma) - PENNSYLVANIA - Three 
specimens collected in gypsy moth trap at Jerseytown, Columbia County, July 23, 
Det. by E. U. Balsbaugh. (Gates). 


A PECANWORM - LOUISIANA - An unspecified species reported to have defoliated 
extensive areas of bitter pecan east of Alexandria, Rapides Parish. (South. For. 
Pest Rpt., July). 


MOURNING-CLOAK BUTTERFLY (Nymphalis antiopa) - WISCONSIN - Larvae defoliating 
aspen in northern area; some elms in central area showed severe feeding injury. 
@Wais= Ins. Sur.)). 


ELM LEAF BEETLE (Galerucella xanthomelaena) - IDAHO - Second-generation larvae 
apppearing in Parma, Canyon County. Elms treated before first generation appeared 
now showing much damage; most untreated elms in area completely defoliated by 
first generation. This is Seventh year defoliation occurred on some of the elms. 
(Scott). UTAH - Damage generally moderate in Weber County. (Knowlton). 

OKLAHOMA - Heavy on elms in Carter County area. General activity continues 
throughout State. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). RHODE ISLAND - In evidence along roads 

in South Kingstown, Richmond, Charlestown, Exeter and North Kingstown, Washington 
County. (Mathewson). 


LARGER ELM LEAF BEETLE (Monocesta cor yli) - NORTH CAROLINA - Larvae identified 
from Chatham County (Wray) and adult from Guilford County (Jones). 


LOCUST LEAF MINER (Xenochalepus dorsalis) - VIRGINIA - Heavily damaging locusts 
in area around Staunton, Augusta County. (Tarpley, Morse, Aug. 3). 


SMALLER EUROPEAN ELM BARK BEETLE (Scolytus multistriatus) - MINNESOTA - Found for 
first time in Faribault, Fillmore and Olmsted Counties; Dutch elm disease has not 
been reported from these counties. (Minn.Ins. Rpt.). 


LOCUST BORER (Megacyllene robiniae) - UTAH - Continues to damage and kill black 
locust trees in Salt Lake County. (Knowlton, Parrish). Two new instances of 
damage reported in Weber County. This is a new county record. (Knowlton, Marsh). 


NORWAY-MAPLE APHID (Periphyllus lyropictus) - VIRGINIA - Very abundant on most 
Norway maples in Winchester and vicinity, Frederick County. Honeydew dripping 
from trees sufficient to discolor sidewalks; dropping foliage wet. Heavy leafdrop 
associated with infestation. (Hough). 
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LACE BUGS (Corythucha spp.) - MARYLAND - Very heavy on white oaks and sycamores 
in all sections; also on pyracantha and hawthorn. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 
DELAWARE - C. arcuata heavy on small grove of white oak in northern New Castle 
County. (Huber). 


BIRCH LEAF MINER (Fenusa pusilla) - RHODE ISLAND - Caused damage along roads in 
South Kingstown, Richmond, Charlestown, Exeter and North Kingstown, Washington 
County. Second generation extremely light to date. (Mathewson, Aug. 7).

CRICKETS - ILLINOIS - Unspecified species now migrating and attracted to lights. 
(I1l. Ins. Rpt.). MISSOURI - High numbers of Nemobius fasciatus appeared at lights 
in Hanibal area, Marion County, and in central area; migrated into homes, 
restaurants, service stations and other buildings causing considerable annoyance.

A HORNTAIL (Sirex areolatus) - CALIFORNIA - Caused several emergence holes in 
interior and exterior of new home in Sacramento, Sacramento County. Species 
caused widespread damage to new buildings in 1961 and apparently active again. 
Adult populations in forested areas heaviest known in local areas adjacent to 
fire-damaged timber. Problem expected to continue if timber is salvaged. (Cal.

Weather of the Week Ending August 13 (Continued from page 912) 


Drought conditions worsened in central and south Texas as maximum temperatures 
continued to rise well above 100° and the absence of rain extended through the 
sixth consecutive week. Daily highs averaged 110° at Eagle Pass, with the 
western Panhandle the only area without 100° maxima. Crops wilted in southern 
Texas. Oklahoma had its hottest week this year, with a maximum of 112° at 
Frederick on the 10th, and drought continued in southern Missouri. Temperatures 
for the week averaged 3° to 6° above normal in the southern Great Plains and 
slightly above in most of the remainder of the Great Plains. In contrast, 

weekly averages ranged from 3° to 6° below normal in the Great Lakes region, 

the Ohio Valley, in the Atlantic Coastal States from New England to the Carolinas, 
and in most of the area west of the Continental Divide, except more than 9° in 
northwestern Nevada and the Sierra Nevada Mountains. In the latter area, freezing 
occurred at some locations on Friday morning. Some record low temperatures for 
midsummer were reported in Michigan on the 10th when minima fell into the 30's 
and 40's, and in New England high temperatures in the 50's and 60's on the Same 
date approached record low maxima for midsummer. Some frost occurred in the 
Tower-Babbit area of Minnesota on the Qth. 


Beneficial rains of 0.50 inch or more fell in Washington, Oregon and northern 
California. Rainfall exceeded 0.50 inch in the upper Mississippi Valley, North 
Dakota, eastern South Dakota, and eastern Montana. Heavy rains Friday night in 
this area ranged up to 3.90 inches at Enderlin, North Dakota. A flash flood at 
Velva, North Dakota, swept cars off highways and 3 persons drowned. Thunder- 
storms, with wind and hail, swept across southeastern Michigan on the 8th, 
leaving damage estimated at $1 million in Lenawee County alone. (Summary supplied 
by U. S. Weather Bureau).

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STATUS OF SOME IMPORTANT INSECTS IN THE UNITED STATES 


AZALEA WHITEFLY (Pealius azaleae (Baker & Moles)) 


Economic Importance: This whitefly was originally described in 1920 after 
having been intercepted by Plant Quarantine inspectors over a ten-year period. 
At that time the insect did not appear to be a serious pest because it was not 
numerous on its host. However, since it has become established, locally heavy 
populations have developed. In addition to feeding injury, this insect secretes 
honeydew and the subsequent sooty mold may seriously interfere with the photo- 
synthetic function of the leaves and materially reduce the vigor and flowering 
of the infested plant. 


Distribution; Of Asiatic origin, the azalea whitefly has been intercepted from 
Austria, Belgium, Great Britain, Japan and the Netherlands. It became established 
in Australia about 1942. In the eastern and southeastern United States, the 
species is generally considered to be present wherever Rhododendron mucronatum 

is grown. The map below indicates known distribution in the United States. 


Host: This pest appears to be confined to Rhododendron mucronatum (Azalea 
ledifolia alba or A. indica alba of trade) and its allies and varieties. This 
group of azaleas is noted for its dense pubescence and stickyexudate, and includes 
many of the cultivated azaleas of horticulture.

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Life History and Habits: Studies on the life history of this species have not been 
recorded. Except for the first instar, the larvae of this family remain quiescent 


on leaves of the host which is the exclusive food. The species overwinters on 
the leaves of the host. 


Description: ADULT - Light yellow with legs and antennae lighter; wings 
immaculate, forewing 1.12 mm. long and 0.4 mm. wide. Female, 0.99 mm. long; 
male, 0.92 mm. long. PUPA CASE - Broadly elliptical, 0.84 mm. long and 0.54 m. 
wide; color varies from very light yellow to pale orange-yellow. (Prepared in 
Survey and Detection Operations in cooperation with other ARS agencies).
